THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said Temple on 
Tuesday, the 9th day of March next, at 10 .0’clock in the forenoon 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. ‘To vote upon the following question: ‘‘Is it expedient to re- 
vise the State Constitution?” 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 


Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation for 
same. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for maintenance of highways and bridges. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for snow removal. 


6. To see if the Town will accept state aid for the construction 
of Class II road, known as the Wilton Road and raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $396, the State to contribute $1,000; or will 
accept State aid for the construction of Class V roads and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $396, the State to contribute $1,653.60. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of town poor. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of library. 
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9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day. 


10. To see what action the Town will take regarding continua- 
tion of laying new pipe for Town Water System. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to favor the adoption of Day- 
light Saving Time during the period which that time is in general 
use. 


12. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes, not to exceed the sum of $10,000. 


13. To transact any further business that may legally come be- 
fore the meeting.

Report of School Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of Temple: 


I respectfully submit my fourteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools: 


Supervision 


There has been no major change m the general plan of super- 
vision from that of previous years. ‘The results of the standard- 
ized tests are used with more effectiveness as we gain in the under- 
standmg of the meaning of test results and methods of utilizing 
them to improve instruction. The outstanding illustration of this 
gain the past year is in the fields of Reading and Spelling. When 
tests showed weakness in the reading skills, and particularly in the 
knowledge of exact meaning of words, we shifted the emphasis in 
methods of teaching reading to meet the situation. This weakness 
carried over also into spelling abilities, and we have made a change 
in the spelling system, introducing a new type of textbook which is 
a combination of spelling and word study. These have been m 
use approximately two months and the improvement in spelling is 
noticeable already by comparison with work of the precedmg 
months. Standardized tests in the spring and next fall will mdi- 
cate the extent to which we have overcome the weaknesses, and 
will point the way to future procedure. 


Teachers and Salaries 


The surplus of qualified teachers which existed during the years 
of the depression has very largely disappeared. ‘There 1s almost 
a scarcity of good primary teachers and no more than the normal 
surplus of upper grade teachers. This situation has accelerated 
the rate at which teachers’ salaries are being restored to their 
former levels, from the reduced salaries that prevailed in the past 
five years. 


Health 


Doctor Cayward and Mrs. Cutter made the annual medical 
Inspection in September and examined 33 children. They reported 
the following list of defects:

Repairs and Improvements 


The progressive plan of repairs started a few years ago will re- 
quire one more year to complete the cycle. Both class rooms, the 
hallway, and the boys’ basement have been redecorated and the 
girls’ basement remains to be done next year with some outside 
painting and repairs on windows. 


Budget 


The budget differs very slightly from the one presented a year 
ago and the assessment required is $3,900 in place of $4,000 esti- 
mated last year. We are including as income an estimate of the 
balance we shall have on hand at the end of the current school 
year.
